It told us how that Six young men were expelled the 
univerlity for holding Methodiftical tenets, and for pray* 
ing, reading and expounding the fcriptures in a private 
2ioufe. Well, thought I, that is well enough : but jhen I did 
mot fo much approve of the principal crime cfthofexallcdMeth*, 
odifis, being faid to be reading and expounding the fcriptures r f 
&c+ thought I, that is going too far. But not long after I 
.happened to fee another account from Oxford, wrote by Ox on* 
ienfes, and that account made mi rtjolve upon fomething* 
For he tells us, that one of the Six was formerly a Publican, 
another had been a Black fraith, a third had hen a Barber, 
and a fourth had been a Teacher in a School. ; 

Weil, Tou muQ know my grandfather wa,s a; publican; my 
^ uncle a black fmith, and Iptrftf am a Jhuver ; which is by 
interpretation a barber ; and myetdeft Jon, aprom'tfing tad, if 
deftined for a Icbool-mafter. Therefore feeing the honors 0/ 
akr family cad down into the puddle by the arrogance a/.Oxo* 
nhriprieQs, I began to grow fur ty upon it ; but did not yet 
think of preaching. What brought me to that was fin dhg from 
the learned Oxonienfes, that theft young men preached wi/A- 
o9Mt orders. Tb*», thought J> fvtitt even have * Tria 1 -' u

myfetf. W$tt f you muff know, we have a good fort of a fellow

4. That^perhaps in gratitude for my great pains, and 
the new hints, given in this fcrmort, which may caft^ 
light upon ecclefiafcical hiftory, the P-«— — e C ' -ly 
and Heads of Houfes, may pfcefent me to fome good ben- 
efice* And they may depend upon it I (hall Jhave the' 
parifhioners as handsome as any on 'erri. ,

add, that after 1 bad at leizure hours wrote my fcrmen fairly,

price two- pen qe halfpenny. But •* I have the honour 
of departing a little from this general rule, and (hall be 
the fir ft who takes his text from a News- Paper, and 
illuftrates his doctrine by Scripture-hiltory,and having, 
broken the ice,as>ve ufed.to fay, I ex,pe& to have many 
ingenious followers.. You will find pur text in the St m 
Jamets Chronicle, for Thurfday, .March 17, 1768, No.

We proceed to profecute^ur fubjeft after the old v Qjr- 
thodoxplan. Namely, * 7 

t. To go over our t«xt byway of explication, 
a # Deduce a notable point of do&rine from. it, vis. That 
this aft of the V— e C— r, and the Heads of Houfes, u 
defensible frorathe.conduft of J he clergy in all ages, anfi 
«n all countries. 

3. Conclude ( wit hfpecial application* 
I. Explain our text. In doing which I muft divide it 
Into very frnail parcels, even as the fkilful furgeon does 
the flefh of a hanged malefaftor, when he diffefts an or- 
-gan.— And in the. firft Place, 

Ex trad of a Letter from Qxford, 
This Oxford, my beloved, is a city in the' Weft of Eng- 
land, notable for a great univerfity, i.e. a place of learn-, 
gng ; & it would do you good to fee the numbers of hope- 
ful young gentlemen who come from all parts of England 
in purfuit of learning, infomuch that all the colleges arc 
frequently crowded. But you will fay, What do they 
learn ? To which I anfwdr in the ncgative,as being much 
teafier than the affinitive. For it appears from our text 
ghat there *re fome things which they do not learn* (tit) 
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(i.) Praying:— -I mean, they do not, in common, leant 4 
to pray to God. It fcetns, this is no part of the approved 
catercifesof the ftudents in that university : for,fays our text 
Six yourg gentlemen were expelled the univerfity for praying* J 
From whence we may draw this inference, namely, That 3 
if the Vice Chancellor and the Heads of Houfes, expelled, j 
theie lix offenders for praying toGod ; it is natural to fup-n 
pole, that they are not guilty of that crime thefnfelves : j 
otherwife they would fall under that fenteqCe^m. ii.i. | 
• (2.) To read and expound the fcripture, is another thing J 
which feems there to be prohibited. Whether Roche ft er% J 
JPficmt,7riftamAbartdy> and fuch books areefteemed ortho- ] 
dox, and therefore tolerated, I pretend not to fay ; but I 
one thing is clear from our text, that reading an<J ex- 
pounding the fcriptures is again ft the Oxonian law ; for 
Six young gentlemen were expelled tic univerfity for reading 
mnd expounding the fcripture s. 

(3.) Singing ot hymns is another thing which they do 
not learn : this isalfo clear from the words. By finging 
of hymns* I mean praifing of God for blefli'ngs received 
according to Col. iii. 16. Let the word of Chrift dwell s in 
you richly in all wifdom, teaching and adrmnifbing one ano* 
tber in pfaltns, and hymn s 9 and fpirituat fongs, finging with 
grace In your hearts to the Lord. But finging of pfalms, 
and hymns, and fpiritual fongs, cannot be connived at in 
the univerfity,, by the Heads of Houfes ; for Six young 
men wer4 expelled the univerfity for finging of hymns. 

Note, This was an extract of a Letter from Oxford ? 
which thews, that there be Tome people there who cam 
write, notwithstanding all the refer i&ions that have pail: 
upon them ; and that although reading is dangerous 
there, an Oxonian may write with impunity* 

II. La ft Friday 1 — ~^the better day*, the better deed, 
Friday f you know, isafaft-day ; on which it was fitteft 
to go about a work of this importance ; when* the judg- 
ment was not fettered with bodily groffnefs, but purged 
by an empty' belly. 

Laft Friday } It was not a thing that happened in the 
dark ages of Monkifh Ignorance^ but what has happened in 
this enlightened age of 5h RisTiAWTTr. It was* not when 
the univerfity was tied hand and foot to Pepijk prejudU 
ces # and the Heads of Houfes were obliged to fubmu to 
* ' * their 
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their tetters ; but it was Caft Friday the aft and deed of 
Pro^ftant Divines.* - ,»: 

III. Six Students /—--What a miracle was it, my be* 
loved, that, out of fo many hundred cf ftudents, as are it 
Oxford, only Six flipuM be found guilty of praying, read- 
ing and expounding the fcripjures. This (hews the faiths 
fulnefsof theijr vigilant tut6rs, in guarding them again ft 
fuch pernicious practices. Now from this, obfervc, » 

' c i. That there were but Six ftudents of all the univer- 
sity,' who could be detected in thofe evils of praying, 4rc* 
much to the honor of that learned body. ♦ 

2. That thofe Six being expeiled-^now there are nojne 
left in all the colleges who take upon them to pray, read 
and expound* the fcriptures :— — therefore,gentlemen may 
with fafety fenatheir fons to that fountain of learning 
without featirig'tfeat tHey will become religious;— there, 
being none left how to eafnare them. * , 

IV. They all belonged to Edpwnd Hall.r-lt feeras they 
loved to be together : from whence it may be gathered 
they loved one another. A fault which theHeathens ae- 
cufed theChridians of old with,but from which mankind 
in general arc now ptctty free.lt appears as ilihisEdmund 
£fa//was the only place at Oxford in which praying peo- 
ple were to be found; But it is hoped that..tne governors „ 
of that Hall will be mul ft for their carelcifnefs in Alter- 
ing the ftudents to read the bible and to enquire after re- 
ligion, feeing it is contrary xp the fenfe of the univerfity. 

V .Were txpttted the liniverfity. Deprived of the rights, 
and privileges of the king's loving fubjefts,orasthe word 
Signifies, they were dove out, forced away, and banifhed 
from the univerfity. This religious aft was performed by 
theViceChancellor after an hearing of feveral hours. I re- 
member when bifhop Hooper was fent for by queen Mary A 
the pious bi(hop of London, and my Lord Chancellor-being 
determined to have him burnt ; but yet to make a (hew 
of juflice they would give hirna hearing,withal refolvtng 
not to fwerve from their bloody deft gn. So in like man* 
ner our venerable tutors were determined not to fufTer 
f>r*ying perfons to breathe the univerfny air ; yet,bcing tied 
'to form, they would give them a hearing. 

An bearing vffevertt hours.— — Ah ! my beloved you may 
fee how remarkably the fcriptures art fulfilled in thele 

Ct learned 
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learned body of divines ; where it hySfJlearje indeed tut 
under {land n$t\ Jeeye indeed but perceive not. 

VI. Wecometo the crime for which they were expel- 
led the univeffity I and I wot it was an heinous crime in- 
deed. This would appear without iiluftrating it from the 
Character of the expellers 5 namely Mr; Vice Chancellor, 
and the Head of Houfes. But as I love to move every 
hilldck out of the way»for your better information, Una*' I 
explain it. What was their crime then, my bcloved,think 
you ? Was it drinking ? No* no, it was not drinking for- 
they vert Very temperate* Was ir whoring the«, th« com- 
mon practice of many (ludents ? No, it was not whoring 
neither \ for their lives are faid to have been very exem- 
plary. 1 with, my beloved, it had been no worfe. But 
-what was it then ? Was it fwearing, and fighting, and a- 
bufing their feilow-ftudents ? No, tor they (hunned the 
other ftudents,asa wife man v?'\l\ Jbun an attorney : thus 
much trfay be gathered from ourtext, which intimates 
4 hmt they met together among themfsives. But it was praying, 
that, my beloved, was one part of their crime; She young 
been were expeltedthe Univet -fay for praying. For Mr. V— e 
C— *-r and the Heads of Houfes will fuffer no praying 
people to continue in the univerfity. 

Reading and expounding the fcriptureswasanother part 
of their crime. But what in the name of the Pope, caa 
-ftudents have to do with the Icriptures ? What pity is it 
x\\\i the bible is not locked up in theVatican. But letting 
that pafs, We find that learning 10 expound the fcriptures 
is no part of the employment of the ftudents, Six young 
men being e*pe\Ud the uniwerpiy for reading and expounding 
the fcriptures. ^ .^ ' 

• What tdded to their guik was, that they carried their 
religion to a private heufe- But what can private people 
have to do with religion, ought they not to doj as their 
forefathers did ; namely, give tip their consciences and 
understandings to the guidance of their venerable priefts* 
Is it not enough that gentlemen in black, know and un- 
dcrftand religion, but every private perfon mud be dab- 
Wing in it contrary to the fenfe of this university ? I wot, 
my beloved, that the clergy cannot thrive as they do, if 
.«vciy private houfe muft Decorae a worfhipping temple : 
but it is tho't there is little reafon to fear this, feeing our 
tent informs us thai the do&ort of the uoiycrfity are de.

jp as'the witch of Eridoi (who feems to have been 
y woman too) raifed up the ghoft of old Samuel. * 
fe fame fons ofEfculapiuswere phyficians,furgcor*s^ . 
othecariesin their day,- but th«n they were quite* 
lodical, like the greater part of the old women in' 
prunella and white cambrick. For inftance they 
t the method of wearing, large wi^s, -gold headed* 
and of wheeling about the fircets in their chariots. 
nth refpeel: to their phyfic and furgery, they were* 
t chiefly by the dictates of nature without the ab- 
netjhods of art. At laft there arofe a great man and ? 
ne was Galen, a mighty man for differing of apes ; 
night to be obferved,that irvhis days inPagan lands,' 
.vere^ery fqw criminals who defcrved death, and" 
ftill who were given to the furgeons. Well what 
he do, think' you ? why, my beloved,, being bleiT 
letter ftars at his nativity than his predeceflbrSj he* 
heir confufed and unmethodical practices and redu- 
em into method i. e\ form and order. Well, this* 
ran being principal of the College of Phyficians, he., 
h4s pupils to obferve orderly rules, otherwifi *»ff-

t. Firftj and foremost, they think jhat. a man ought to 
, atteft no articles of faith, but ..what he believes to be true* 
\ 2. They think that a man. ought not to profefs to my 
lord biftiop^that he believes all the /thirty nine articles of 
the eftabiifhed church to be the true faith of the gofpel 
') when hefecretly belie yes in. his^heart that they arefalle. 
3. They think that a. man fhould not profefs to hjla 
lord (hip, that he- is moved by the holy ghoft to deft re the 
office of a deacon, when,h$,confiders it in his heart as de- 
4 lufion and. cnthufiafm for any man to pretend to.be moved 
by the holy ghoft injhefedays. . 

' 4. They think that after amanhas fubferibed the thir- 
r ty nine articles, andTolemnly fwore that he believes them, 
that he Ihould not go and preach do&rines direftly op- 
polite to the faid articles, 

5. They think that Tib man ought to be permitted to 
enter the pulpit whofe life and converfation is diftblute, 
Thefe with a great many tenets bel)des equally ridicu- 
lous to maintain, and therefore, though tolerated by the 
-king and parliament, the Heads of Houfes will never en- 
. dure them in the univerfity. , * ■ 

' VI U. The — of the —-?•- defended their dtflrincs by ths 
thirty-nine ar titles of the eflabiijfbeA t cfwrch. 
J[ wot, I feahme much, that this dqftor is himfelf tinc- 
r tuied with method iftical tenets ; for nobody now a-days 
. bcudesmethodifts, Ac, confideV the thirtv-rnine articles of 
: the eftablilhcd church as any teft of da&rtne : as for the 
, clergy it is well known that they are mollly difontsrs from 
the do&rine of the articles and prayerbook. Ah ! beloved, 
- if the truth was known,it. would be found that this fame ~ 
prays to Qod, and reads his bible, or how elfe Ihould ha 
i i*kepa.rt with thofe young men whom thpHeads ofHoufes 
, expelled the univertuy/or^rfy/^, reading and expounding 
. 4he fcrlptur&f. Be fides he would not have fpoken fo high- 
! |y of (heir piety and (he exemplarinefs of the*ir lives as the

t*xt tells us he did, feeing the fenfo of the university wa$ t 
that their praying, reading, &c. was vicious. I fear me, 
my beloved, that if the Heads of Houfes do not keep si 
good Uok out after this fame do&or, it will be,difficult for- 
them to keep the univerltty clear from fuch aa pray, and . 
read, and expound the feriptures ; but kit tw>thn war 
everru/ed. What is one methodift among a hod of divines ? 

. Thus, my beloved, I have gone through the fir ft part of 
my plap, and fhall proceed to the fecond. 7 ■ 

II. Namely, toraifea notable point of do&rine from it ; 
which is this, viz. That the conduft of the Heads of 
the Houfes, in expelling the fix young men from praying 
rcading,and expounding the feriptures^ is defensible frog) 
the conduft of the clergy of all ages and countries, what* 
foever fnarling parfons may fay. 

To clear this I mall produce four inftances,all of which 
I fhall take out of that old antiquated book called the ' 
fcripture. A book which fet's forth the Uue fpirit of the 
univcrfity doftors to the very life, The 

ift Of which instances we have in the book of Daniel. 
chap. iii. wherein fome tranfaftions of the eftabliihed 
church at Babylon are recorded ; concerning which J 
would make the following notes ; * 

I. That the religion, by law eftablifhed, w*s the religi, 
on of the golden image which Nebuchadnez*ar,at the re- 
queft of the clergy, made and fet up in the plains ofDura /f 
A place, my beloved, which, if we way give credit totra-r 
vellers, very much refemble* the plains of Oxford, 

II. The clergy, who ypu know have always been won* 
derfully fond of a gotjen god, would by no means fuffcran 
ift of toleration to be palled in fay or of metho4ift$ and 
ii (Tenters ; bur on the contrary f got an aft of parliament 
on their own fide, enjoiningthe ftri£te£l uniformity in re- 
ligion, and threatening death to all di (Tenters, for it feexhf 
:his prince was tooeafy and like fome of our former pri&~ 
;cs in England, was fo much afraid of the clergy, that 
le was obliged to conform./ and fo efpoufed an aft of unw 
"ormity," which they hoped would bring goo4 grift to 
:heir millj verfe Q. 

III. This law eftabliihed, the clergy were impatient t# 
nave the iubje&s of this great king brought to the teft ; 
(Vhiqh they thought t>cft to dp fey appointing a public 
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fcaft ; on which it was required that every mat,ind rao» 
ther'slbn, (hould fall down before, and worfhip this gol- 
den god iet up by the king, as the tool of the parftms. 

I V.That th.-rc were four degrees of learned men,whom f 
I fuppofe dwelt in the univerfity at Babylon : firft,there 
were magicians, wjio were with them, the fame as dolors 
of divinity are with us in our universities ; fecondly, 
there were tflrtfogirs, or men of learned fciences, much 
. the fame wit hour matters of arts ; thirdly there were/ir- 
terers, who I fuppofe, were either fellows of the college, 
or bachelors of art*, appointed to be tyt he-gatherers 5 and 
fourthly, there were c ha Idea 11 a or ftudeats of their divi* 
ttity, and other fine arts ; and, 

V. That all fhofe gentry were very vigilant in difcover- 
ing and informing again ft diifenters, ver. 8. Wherefore at 
that time certain Chaldeans came near and accufed the Jews. 
That is to fay, certain young (tudents, being fpurred on 
10 it by their tutors, who care not to appear in fuch a 
dirty affair themfelvcs, and fo for£h. 

Vl^Stricl: as the law was, there was fome who took 
upon them to pray to God, like thofe fix young gentle- 
men who were expelled the univerfity for praying. But 
what were they think you ? why truly, they werediflen- 
tcrsand methodifts, for they would not conform to the 
form of worfhip bylaw eftabliJhed, therefore were diflen- 
tcrs ; and they were methodifts, if praying to God deno- 
minates a man a methodift. But what followed,, trow ve? 
why, as Coon as they were found out to be non-confor* 
roifU, the doftors of divinity accufed them of rebellion ; 
and had the king been as fond of burning di (Tenters, as 
their reverences were, thefe men had in a trice been exe- 
cuted, without having another chance for their lives: 
But he was not quite 10 ficry,but gave. them another trial* 
If you'll read the chapter through, you'll fee the up (hot 
of it,and how the doctors of the univerfity were confoun- 
ded, and the diffenters were readmitted to the king's fa- 
vour, for God did work for them, , 

I paft on to the days of Darius ; a prince whft had a 
praying nobleman for his firft minifter of ftate, ano\ for 
ought I know to the contrary, he might be lord of tha 
treafury, as well as the chancellor of the empire. Hi* 
qame was Daniel, and by birth a Jew. Well,my beloved* 
feeing fo very great, he was grievoufly envied, by thai 
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inferior placemen, though they kept it fecret, anjd fpoJoe 
him fair to his face ; and he was very much abufed by thole 
who were out of place. If we miyjudgeof ancient time,* 
from what appears in ages more modern, we May fuppofe 
that the times took a turn fomething tike the following. 

One man cries out againft his being a favourite, and too 
intimate with the queen or queen's mother, as their kinf- 
men do upon firailar occafion ; another complains of his 
being a foreigner, and a captive, fo highly dignified, whilft 
the natives were, negle£te&: perhaps their news-papers 
might be ftuffed with clamors againft the exotic favorite ; 
and the incenfed mob might be taifght to cry out-— liberty 
and Babylon for ever—but nojew-r-no^favoritc-^no cap- 
tive. , Well, my beloved, all the shiu and $un might have 
fretted them (elves to death, without being able to do any 
thing againft this prime mintfter, this fame Daniel, the 
king's favourite, if they had not. applied to the principal 
clergy, the Heads of Houfes. .But I. trow, the revereh/l 
doctors, the magicians, the matters of the art of aftrology, 
&C.&C. no fooner embarked in the popular caufe, butth^y 
was more than a match for the favourite, who had fallen, by 
means of their reverences, it the Almighty had *s Little to 
do with him, as he has with the greateft part of the clergy.- 

Well, my beloved, the Heads of'Houfes and the difaf- 

fe&ed flatelmen met altogether, and con ful ted what was 

the beft way to overturn the date of this praying favou» 

rite. But the conduct of Daniel was fo exemplary, tha^ 

they knew theyihould be able to. find nothing wron| it* 

'Jiim, unlefs the,y could entrap him in matters of religion* 

Therefore having firft perfuaded the king that/6* *ter#A 

-was in dsngcr^ jJhey urged the neceflhy of a law being 

.made, prohibiting any man's praying unto God. Well, 

cDarius the king, was not fuch a novice in politics but 

Ice knew the neceffuy of having th« clergy on his fide* 

.and therefore though he could not fee into that part. of 

their my ftcrious divinity, made the decree* according t/o» 

cthe plan concerted by that learned body, 

But it is thought that he would, have drained r point 
/with them, if he had known that they were aiming at' the 
Jife of his faithful favourite* 

But how ftiff thefe bibleftsare ? for thisDaniel went cat 
praying toGod, reading & expounding the fcripture&us 
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fribaU houfa notwithfUnding the king had under trie' 
dirc&ion of the clergy ordained otherwife ; this was; 
enough to have provoked the Heads of Hiufes to have **- 
pelted him the Untverfity had he belonged to it* but he not, 
belonging to it,they were obliged to be fatisfied with put- 
ting him to death without, expelling him. 

Now kftany Ihould objecV to the clergy having the 
lion or of deviling this fcheme, becaufe there is no notice 
taken of them in the hiftory ; let it be obferved^ that it 
was never known that many great men or noblemen were 
ever givento interfere in religious matters* and flitefmen 
in all' ages' have been wife enough to take up with the re*^ 
1 Iigi on which the priefts Have prescribed them, therefore 
what you give of honor to any body in this affair, let it 
be given to the clergy. And I pafs on to make acompa- 
rifon betwixt that afrair and this before us. 

IyThey could find nO'Oicafion of fault with Daniel ; fo 
it was with the fix young, men who were expelled theUni- 
verfity, for their live&werelaid to be*plou$and exemplary. 

II. The^ thought they rrVight entrap him in forne mat- 
ters concerning the law of his God. So likewife, theft 

.Jfouog- rricn, though they were no whorefters,no gamblers, 
rip drunkards, &c. yet they could be trapped in matters 
relating to ther God. 

III, This fame Daniel,notwithftandingthe penalty de- 
nounced in the edi£fc again ft any who mould take. upon them* 
to pray to God, perverfely, rebeUiSufly, and obflinatcly 
perfifted in his ulual apoftolicahpuritannical, nonconfor- 
jttiflicai & niethodiffiical manner of praying to God in a 
private houfe. So no doubt but thefe young men knew 
that it ,was againftf the will of theHeads* of Houfes,&cUhat 
any of the ftudents under their car* fhould pray to God in 
* private hpufe ; fbr fays our text, Six young, men were ex- 
pettei tkeUnipsrfi'ty, for praying, reading, apd expounding 
thefcripiure* in 'a ft spate haufe ; yet they perfifted in it* 

Laft I yonder this head. Daniel prefrderu of the princes, 
kneeled upon his knees three times a day,& prayed A gave 
thanks before his God as aforetime. But how will you be 
able to find fuch puritanic conduct among our British no- 
blemen ; for I wot that a praying nobleman is prett^new,ac 
great a rarity as a whhe crow upon Malvern hills. The

tb the late aft of the Heads of Houfes 1 (hall bring fronT 
the clergy of that famous uriiverfity at Jerufalem, in th^ 
days of Ch rift and his apoftlcs. In the cftablifhed church 
of Jiidea there were articles of Faith and a cannon law, 
which all the clergy profeft to beiieyej regard and defend. 
This confeflion of faith wasfirft coni piled by Mofes the 
founder Of that church,and afterwards ratified and confirm 
med byEzraandNehemiah, their two principal reformers, 
even as the thirty nine articles of the effcabliQied church 
were ratified and confirmed by our Englifli reformers. 1 
know you'll be ready to think that the clergy deemed it 
an honor to tread in the fteps of thole pious reformers I 
but I trow, my beloved, ye are greatly mifiaken j for the 
Heady of htufet of the univerfity at JerufaJem, even did 
as many others have done fincey make the commandment 
void to eftabltfh their own traditions. Perhaps you will 
be ready to ftartle like the cows in July, when l>it by the 
envious flics, when ye hear of a univevfity at Jerufalem « 
but I aflure you, it was there that the doctors j[i. e. teach- 
ers) of the law dwelt, and their law Was their divinity. 
'Now where do the neighbouring dogs delight to rcfort io 
much as to a place where the carCafe is, or where {hall we 
fee fuchfwsrms of reverend doctors as at the Univerfity. 
Thofe phari fees, thofe lawyers, thofe fcribes, and thofc 
doftois were all gownfmen, but whether they Word the 
very fame uniforms with the gentlemen of Oxford uni- 
verfity, my author does not fay. Yet thus rfmch may be 
gathered from the hiftoiy, that if that wandering jew wh«* 
they fay has lived ever fince the times I am f peaking of # 
fhould chance in his travels to call at Oxford, he would 
think upon his longevity that from the manner a of tfie 
men it was old Jerusalem rifen again from its ruins. But 
we will drop this, and come to the matter in hand, which. 
is to give a juft account of thofe clergy » that you may fea 
that .the heads of houfes have no* departed a jot from the 
rules of their clerical anceftors* 

The Jerufalem clergy finding that their living depended 
upon iubferibing the articles given by Mofes t and the ho- 
milies compiled by the prophet* ; they could for the fake 
of a venerable reputation, and a fattifh livings or, as ye 
would fay, for thegwtt cf the cburch 9 very readily fubferibe, 
and atteft them upon oa^h, though many of them, called 
Sadducees, did not feeliave any thing about them, Now mo% 
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t6 take notice of the vulgar opinion, namely, that fhere 
are a great many Sadducees in our univei firies ; I cannot 
but obierve the weaknefs of thole who* blame fuch of the. 
clergy who fwear to articles they do not believe, feeing 
thn was the practice of the clergy of the iirfl: eftibiiflied 
church that was in the woifd. 

Abouf fomething more than 1 700 years iince,thcre arofe 
fome diiTcnters who made a great uir among the people,' 
and brought great unealiiefs upon the clergv. I do not 
xnein that thole were diffeuters fiom the articles of faith? 
which was v of old given to the faints •, but they were dif- 
fenters from the clergy, and did not fpare to deteft then* 
errors, both in principles and practice ; a practice which. 5 
our modern methodifts are faid to be guilty of,tothe great 
concern of the Heads of Houfes. 

Thofe were laymen, not regularly educated at the uttiJ 
Verfity, and who took upon them to preach without ien 
ceiving authority from the archbifhop of Jerufaiem ; I 
think his name was Caiaphas, and I wot he was primatd 
of all Judea. Well, thole men were not only iaymenjbut 
the rufF-icruff of them,even fifheimrn ; note they \vere not' 
attorneys or merchants clerks ; nor .were they chymiftsj 
nor apothecaries, but fifhermen. And. yet fhey preached 
and yet they expounded the fcriptures, to the great con- 
fufion ofthe holy trade of prielicraft. The eftabliflied- 
church was now thought to be in danger. J\nd how i» 
could be thought To was (omething Grange, feeing thoftf 
praying and preaching diiTenters proved all their db&rinc 
from the articles and homilies given by Moles and the 
prophets, the fame as our modern method ills prove theif 
do&tiues fiom the articles and homilies ot the church of 
England; and the church of England has been thought 
in no imall danger from thefe fame raethodifts, upon 
grounds equally fubftantial. Believe me my beloved,thJ 
reverend, the learned, the zealous doftor Sacheveral waj 
not the firft nor the la ft, who was grieved for fear of the 
church. But ke is dead and gone, therefore I rottirn tc* 
thecleigy at Jftrulaiem ; and ye cannot but remembel 
how active they were in procuring the deflru&ion ofjefuj 
Chrift, and when he was rifen from the dead and aicend-i 
ed into glory, they abated nothing of their zeal far theirf 
eftabliihed church* 
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For oafoontr were they aware of the power of the •« 
poftlee do&rine,(by a potties I mean thofe who took upon, 
hem to pray^read, and expgund the fcriptures in private 
loufes. as you may lee in the (ubfequent pan of the hif- 
orv) asthife fix yqungraen who, were, expelled the unu 
'eimy arc fakf to have done* . Seeing J fa^ f their extra* 
ordinary fervour in preaching,* hey crte<Joiit again tf thorn' 
s perfons. drunk, with new wine, by^which, we may un- 
feYfUnd««//>0j7<^. A&s ii. 13. WelJ, my beloved, this 
s,the very cry of. the clergy again ft. all fucri aft preach 
eiusandthc re fur red ion, and from their mouths the 
ulgar catch the found;, fo that with miny,.a raethodift, 
n enthuQaft, adiffenter, and a fanatickj are, thought tO 
c fynonimous terms, from hence we mi y learn, that; 
finder mavas well 'be thrown in a fermon as in a farce t 
nd will iflfue with as good a grace from a pujlpit as from l 
heat re, Hut no more of this, becaufe our time draws, to* 
rards the other end* . % 

It is very remarkable how zealous tHofe of the gentle* 
pen of the gown,, who aimed no higher than a good fat 
enefice,. haye always (hewed themfejves, when the doc- 
rijie of Chrift in its fimplicity hath been preached : for 
yhy ? truly becaufe it Lays the ax to the iuot of the tree 
f prieftccaft, and throws down the importance of tho 
>arion into the dirt. If the clergy were alt to obferve,the 
ules given by Chrifl to his difcples in his fetmon upon 
he maun f, where would be all their riches and grandeur^ 
leir coaches, their liveryman and' their plate ? But ye 
now,that thefe rhles arc different from t b is craft, whereby 
fe parfons get our wealth, as heaven is different from hell, 
iut asprieftcraft is lucrative, it will he lure to find fup- 
iortcrs $ whilftthe houfes have got one head left uponthera 

In A£ls v. we find that Peter and rhc reft if his p/ay* 
ig t reading and Icripture-expounding hrfthrcn,. were 
rough( before (he Vice Chancellor and the Head* of 
Joules for a hcaring,.and after a hearing ®f feveral hours 
iey too!; counlel to flay them, v. 33. But there was one* 
?umal:el 9 the head of a certain houfe who ficjod with them, 
id probably proved their d^pftrine "from the articles of 
ia J^ with church as by law elhblifhed, I trow this Tamo 
ramaltel wa$ tin&ured with the do£lrine they preached^ 
>— of— —who defended the faith of the; fix young men* 

wh» 
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ttffectWtTt expelled the univcrfity of — — for prayinfyjfcc* 
jiiay be fuppo(ed fiacretly to have believed ia tha -articles 
Which kc once fubftribed, though he dared not to avow

There is one thing in the account that is forae thing re* 
marVable, namely, the wife motion of do&or Gamaliel 
•Verufcdtfce Moody defigns of the priefts ; but it was not 
£o at the other univerfity, for altho \ »■ -of — *— defended 
and proved the rnethodiftical doctrines from tha articles 
e>F the church, and fjppke highly of the piety and exenv 
Urinefs of their lives* hi* motion was overulcd and thfe 

x young men were expelled* 

Another thing wemaytake notice of, namely, thofe* 
anciast doctors had a law by which they could put people 
id death for praying, reading an i expounding the fcrip, 
tures ; but our uniyerftties have npfuch law, or it is nc?i 
Iff ay do^tfyl but that the fame zeal v^riich will, under f 
protcftant government,expelthe ilud?ntsof the univerfit) 
for praying, &c. would^ for the fame reafons, burn offeni 
ders at a flake, were they favoured with a popifla king. Si 
that if theHeads ofHoufcs were lefs bloody in their deftgn 
than their anceflors,itis not to be imputed to want o£g«o< 
will, but to the protectant re ftrainta which they are under 

It would be cndlefs 9 my beloved^ to point out all the in 
Jbnces in which the Jewilh, and the — — clergy agree 
2 ihall therefore leave them to another oc cation, and Qia! 
pa ft on to another very famous church in that part of th 
world, andafter that 1 (haU cornc nearer home, witbia ou 
own ken # An4, ' - 

III. This famous church was the chuch of Diana, i 
Ephefus, and I wot, in this chujxh there was manyagoc 
living in the gift of th* univcrfity ;. and I trow, that tr 
Heads of Houfes were very careful that nonelhould enjr 
one of them unlefs he was well known to be a true Ton < 
the church, that is to fay, a promoter of the f ale of t! 

Si rules of Diana, and. a worfhippcr of the image that f, 
own from Jupiter. 

This Diana, was in her day a lad yremarlt able for hur 
ing of flags, and ever fince, her clergy have been as j t 
tuarkable tor the hunting of (not flags but) a good bet 
fice. Now, my beloved, this fame huntrefs was tiaje y>< , 
4»tiagc worfbipped by moft people *f Aha, and flie h 
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>y, very many clergy, who adored her for the fake of ". 
11 : for by this craft we have our wealthy faid they. 
rhere was a famous unive^fity for the training up of 
nig gentlemen in the holy craft of making Ihrines for _ 
goddefs, and a lucrative craft they found it, my bel'ov- 
tor they had it in their power to fell a brazen Ihrine 
a golden prize ; a thing which others beiides them, 
i&ice, 

fhis univerfny was at Ephefus, a very populous city, 
ere water was cheap, but fire very dear ; and here were 
ny collegesand halls for the training up of youtfg men 
the craft of g?<tihg wealth. Every halT had a Headland 
erall theHeadsof Houfes was aVioeChancellor,therev. 
. Demetrius by name. As for praying, reading, and 
pounding the icriptmes th<?y meddled not with them, 
rweie to the higheft degree/intent upon getting wealth. 
Well, they carried on I ins cratt for many years, till at 
i theie came, fome itinerant pre*chets to town, who 
de it their b-ufineis to pjay to God, to read, and ex- 
ur.d the fctiptures, and Ting hymns in private houlesj 
ntrary to the fenfe of that univeriuy. This was nofmall 
mification to the cleigy, who very well kne^w that if 
il religion, or praying, reading and expounding the 
riptures. was tolerated, that it would put an end to their 
cratrve priefteraft, and their reverences would fall into 
fgrace. But to prevent fuch a cataftrophe the reverend 
r. Demetrius, Vice Chancellor, ajlembled the Heads of 
Dufeyto cohiuit what was beft to be done - y and it Was 
lolved nemine c*ntradtce'\^ to cry out, the church was in 
'g cr % that under pretence of laving this church, they 
ftht fave their own profits. Well, they ciied e*ui,that 
• church was t*i danger, that the church was tn danger, till 
?y had fuflkiently inflamed the rabble, jthen they laid 
ild on the itinerants, had them before the Heads of Hou- 
?, who gave them fuch treatment as praying people may 
pe& to meet with from the clergy of the—. It hapl 
ned however, as in a late cafe, that there was one man 
integiity and honor arnongfr; them,much like the Head 

— Hall, only with this difference, the one was % 

otary-public, and the other a gentleman in holy orders. 
\ll, this attorney ir feems being, recorder of the city, 
sught that the clergy Cdtricd their authority a little be- 
yon*! 
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yoad the rules of moderation and decency, a thing by. no 
tneans uncommon for fpme gentlemen of the cap St gown 4 
This town-cl^rk took 4ip the CHuCe of his itinerants, and 
in a.fpirited, fenitble manner, defended their conduct and 
tenets, not. from the thirty-nine articles but from the artU 
clesof natural religion and morality, and fpoke very high- 
ly of their piety and good behaviour. I cannot but re-, 
mark that in this affair the town-cleik was more fuccefs* 
ful than the gentlemen who pleaded the caufc of the fix 
methodifts at Oxford ; the former overuled the purpofes 
of Diana's clergy ; but the univerftty clergy overuled the 
motion of the latter, according to our text : for though 
lie defended their doftrines from the thirty-nine articles 
of the eftabliihed church, and fpoke very highly of their 
piety and the exernplarinefs of their lives, theje fix young 
insn were expelled the univerftty Jor p r aying, reading and ex- 
founding ihijcrtptiires, and for fwging hytnns in a private 
■ houfc* For why ? why truly, my beloved^ becaufe pray- 
ing, reading and expounding the fcrijtures is not the 
craft by which we get our wealth* For proof of this pro- 
poiition I refer you to flubbom fa&s ; namely, tint you 
ihall fcldom fee a divine who makes a point of praying, 
reading and expounding the fcriptures, and of tinging 
• hymns in private or public houfes, who keep their equi* 
'pages, or poffefs your fat livings. I wot, my beloved, that 
one drone eats more honey than four laborious bees ; foY 
proof of this Irefer you tq the reverend Dr. Pliny, an 
'author of approved merit and a great divine. 

But I pais on to the 4th eftabliihed church, the clergy 

of which, in all refpe&s, pofieffed the Ipirit of univeruty 

divines, or Heads of Houfes ; and I trow, it is a church 

_«f great pretentions, the clergy-of which are as infallible 

as the mofl holy mother pope Joan, that lady, who was 

Chrill's vicar, and Peter's fuccelfor, and carried the keys 

of heaven, hell, and purgotary in her pocket, when fha

•this time you know that I mean the good old, o f ne catho- 

Jic, roman, infallible, pontifical,univerfal mother church, 

in thebolom of which our fore-fathers of the furcingle

l^ranKets. And if J may fpeak thefentiments of my fable 

brethren of ttounivcrfity, we wiflb for the iake^of thofe 
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]ands,that we were all fare rolling in her bofom amce »«r<u 
But I Will not keep you in fufpenfe about this. w ' w * 
r IV. Church the conduft of whbfe clergy was fo near a- 
Jkm to the cbnduft of the clergy d f *—~+~ . In the days of 
„' Betfey, the veftal queen, the cleigy fuftVred great difcon- 
tent. For why ? becaufe praying, reading and fcripture* 

• expounding people were fuffcred to live, and were even: 
» tolerated in the uriiveriity, which was a kind of counter- 
balance to the emoluments their reverences had ^enjoyed" 
in the days of Mary of fcarlet memory, for as foon as this? 
orthodox lady had afcehded the throne, matters took a very* 
agreeable turn, and theffght reverend bimops, Bonder anct 
-Gardiner began 1© work tor the good of the church. Like - 
true-bred D-*<~ D-~~s they Tea rehed every corner of- 
.the fond formatters to work upon 5 and who fhould they 
f>iteh upon, trow ye, but thole mi nifters and others who? 
prayed to God, read and expounded the feriptures, and: 
-lung-hymns ? Forthofe clergy mzri. were much like unto 
others, they difcouraged praying to any beiides faints o£ 
their own cannonixation ; and as for the feriptures, thejfi 
ieund it forthfir intereft that thejenfe of " them fhould 

. I>e concealed. And no doubt other people of the fame* 
pra&iees have rejfons equally ponderous to affign fo^ 
theareonduft. " 

Wr*> was Cranmer, wy beloved ? Why truly, though 

• he was primate ofEnglaau,he took upon him to p ray, read" 
and exptnind the feriptures, and asonefuch, according to 
the laws' of Trent council, he was expelled the convocitioot 
and burnt to death, as an enemy to the clergv,Latimer,and 
Ridley, and Hooper, and Taylor, and Bradford, and Hun-' 
Ur 9 and Philpot, &c. &c. Ac. were all of them, guilty o£ 
thofe heinous offences of praying, of reading,of ex pounds 
ing the feriptures, and of ffnging of hymns. The fame 
crimes with whteh the Oxford methodifts were charged^ 
and for which they were expelled the univerfcty. 

Thus, beloved, I have with mueh pleafure gone (o far 
through with my firft propofed plan, and from what X 
,'iave advanced we may raile the following remaiks ; *.

The common rule obferved by 
the hopeful young gentlemen of the gown is, before they 
haveio much as learned as the firft lellon of themfelvcs^ 
t*hey conclude that they are able to teach otheis; witneis 
fo many a dull parfon. But this man thotegh he had been 
accuffomedto teach others, meanly debafed himfelf, fo 
far as to receive in ft ru&ions from others ; butfuch a mean 
opinion of one's felf being, no Way likelv to add weight to 
the importance of the parfon, mud not be tolerated. I 
iliall not now tav any^more ; intending ere long to write 
a commentary on thegofpel of Oxford, as written by the
